Mr. Stone arrived in B Salvador 
Sunday afternoon from Costa 
Rica, where he bad been expected 
to meet with the rebels Friday. He 
met briefly with President Alvaro 
Magafia and (hen left for Washing- 
ton. 

When asked if Mr. Stone’s visit 
to the area was a failure, a US. 
Embassy official responded, “It 
was hoped that a meeting would 
take place, and one was sche- 
duled.”

WARSAW — Parliament will 
convene within two weeks to take 
up the issoe of martial law, the 
speaker said Monday, and there are 
indications it will be repealed. 

Piotr Stefanski, speaker of the 
parliament, or Sqm, said in a tele- 
vised interview that the meeting “to 
regulate the matter of martial law” 
would probably take place just be- 
fore Poland’s national day on July 

“This meeting of the Sejm will be 
the most important,” Mr. Stefanski 
said. 

His announcement coincided 
.with a statement by Cardinal Jozef 
Glemp, returning from an 11-day 
visit to the Vatican, that he expect- 
ed martial law to be lifted by the 
national holiday. 

Also on Monday, government- 
controlled news organizations as- 
serted it was time for repeal. 

Poland’s government imposed 
martial law Dec. 13, 1981, and 
suspended the independent trade 
union Solidarity. The union was 
banned the following October and 
martial law was partially lifted in 
December 1982. 

A full repeal of martial law 
would mean a formal end to mili-

Bezuaybe was one of the worst 
cases of malnutrition in several re- 
lief centers in northern Ethiopia, 
where tens of thousands of people 
face starvation in a new famine in 
Africa. 

She was one of 84 severely real- 
nourished children at the makeshift 
camp receiving “intensive" fe e d i ng 
in an effort to keep them alive, 
according to Deneke Wayu, a 
health assistant for World Vision, a 
voluntary relief organization with 
headquarters in Monrovia. Califor- 
nia. 

More than 380 other children 
were receiving “supplementary” 
feeding for a less critical slate rtf 
malnutrition. Children are put on 
the intensive feeding program if the 
circumference of their arms is five 
inches or less. 

Most of the children under S in 
the camp were plmafiwi malnour- 
ished, meaning ihwr height and 
weight were less than.

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Iceland Keeps Low Profile in Strong Defense Links to U.S.

KEFLAVIK. Iceland — Any list of American 
postwar military client-states would include embattled 
countries like Israel and South Korea, for a time South 
Vietnam and Cambodia, and now, El Salvador. 

^ et Iceland, the nation that actually relies more 
than any in the world on a U.S. military presence for 
its security, is rarely spoken of as an American depen- 
dent. A low profile is crucial to preserving a relation- 
ship that is vital to both parties. 

Strategically located at the crossroads of North 
Atlantic shipping lanes in an increasingly busy arena 
for Soviet air and naval activity, Iceland is the only 
member of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
that has no armed forces of its own. The government's 
sole weapons belong to a tiny si* -vessel Coast Guard 
intended to shoo away fish poachers. 

Iceland's entire defense, therefore — and for that 
matter a substantial pan of its fishing-based economy 
— is supported by the United States and has been 
almost continuously since Iceland became a sovereign 
state in 1944. With a population of only about 
230,000, Iceland is a mini-state in many respects. 

But underwritten by the United States, it manages 
to play a full part in European councils, while protect- 


ing with vaunted Nordic vigilance its distinctive na- 
tional character. 

These unique and deliberately mrenng ties were 
refurbished last week when Vice President George 
Bush visited Iceland for talks on security issues. Mr. 
Bush also look time to give a rousing pep y»P< to the 
3,000 American military personnel and their families 
based on an uninviting, windswept lava plain. 

To coincide with Mr. Bush's visit, the United States 
and Iceland signed an agreement for construction of a 
new chilian-military air te rminal at Keflavik with 
about $20 million authorized by the U.S. Congress. 
The go-ahead for the project is evidence that periodic 
efforts by Iceland's leftist political parties to evict the 
United States have, for now, plainly been abandoned. 

In 1974 an Icelandic government invoked the can- 
cellation clause in the defense agreement that was 
signed with the United States in 1951. But the crisis 
subsided — in large part because of a petition signed 
by a quarter of the country's population opposing the 
move — and succeeding governments of various poli- 
tical casts have left the subject pretty much alone. 

There are several reasons why. Probably the most 
important is that given its size and resources. Iceland 
simply could not mount a meaningful defense of its 
own and has no desire to replace U-S. forces with any 
others. 


Chad Appeals 
To France to 
Send Troops

NDJAMENA, Chad — Chad is- 
sued a call Monday for “as many 
French troops as can be sent" to 
bolster government forces who 
were reported fighting in the streets 
for control of the vital northeastern 
city of Abtebk. 

Information Minister Soumalia 
Mahamat, making the Chadian go- 
vernment's most direct appeal for 
French military intervention, said 
French troops, aircraft and logisti- 
cal support were needed to “coun- 
terbalance” the monthlong offen- 
sive by Libyan-backed insurgents. 

He said French-supplied wea- 
pons had been deployed at Abecbk, 
where government forces clashed 
Monday with the insurgents, who 
are nominally led by former Presi- 
dent Goukouni OueddeL Mr. Ma- 
hamat said the two sides shared 
control of the city of 30,000 people, 
which anchors the crucial east-west 
supply route to Ndjamena, the ca- 
pital of the former French colony. 

Meanwhile, Radio Bardai, Mr. 
GoukounTs radio station in north- 
ern Chad, said the rebel forces still 
controlled Ateche and claimed to 
have defeated the government 
forces. 

In their drive, the rebels have 
won control of more than a third of 
Chad. A Western analyst monitor- 
ing developments in the fighting 
said that to turn the advantage, 
government forces muse recapture 
Abechi, the country's second most 
strategic city, and take the offen- 
sive. 

In Dakar. Senegal an Organiza- 
tion of African Unity delegation 
headed by Peter Onu, interim se- 
cretary-general of the OAU. and 
Goshu Wolde, the Ethiopian for- 
eign minister, arrived to meet with 
President Abdou Diouf about find- 
ing a solution to the Chadian prob- 
lem. The delegation also was to 
meet with leaders from Morocco, 
Nigeria and Guinea before an 
OAU executive meeting later ui the 
week. 


Study in Chicago 
Finds School Bias

CHICAGO — A secret study 
concludes that thousands of minor- 
ity students remain in segregated 
schools because the Chicago Board 
of Education has not actively re- 
cruited them for its voluntary dese- 
gregation program. 

The study, commissioned by the 
school board in January and pre- 
sented in March, reported that Chi- 
cago schools have not moved fast 
enough to desegregate under a vo- 
luntary plan agreed to with the 
Justice Department in 1980.

But NASA Is Confident on Future 

Private Firms Begin to Take Over Some Operat lOnS ^fi^hwnt^^pSs* and'^xiae hfe^^airoOTding tc^a survey

HOUSTON — Lieutenant Gen- 
eral James A Abrahamsoo, an air 
force officer on loan to the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration as associate adminis- 
trator for the space shuttle, said at a 
recent technical conference here 
that despite its seven spectacular 
flights, the shuttle still has "some 
technical problems to solve” and 
must yet “achieve a certain level of 
maturity.” 

He meant that the shuttles stiD 
cannot meet their design goal of 
lifting 65,000 pounds (about 30,000 
kilograms), the marimnm payload, 
into low orbit around the Earth; 
that they have yet to acquire an 
adequate stockpile of spare parts 
and equipment to sustain frequent 
flight; that, even with ample sup- 
plies, they still could not satisfy the 
ambitious yearly flight schedule 
once planned for them; and that 
they represent a gassy, “dirty,” en- 
vironment for some sensitive pay- 
loads. 

But such problems are die few 
r emaining clouds on shuttle’s hori- 
zon. at least as far as NASA is 
concerned. The agency, which 
proved it can send a cargo plane to 
space, deliver satellites into orbit, 
pick up satellites in need of repair, 
and return to Earth, now believes 
that for their prize project, space is 
no limit. 

“People ask me, ‘Where is the 
program going?,’” said Glynn 
Lunney. the director of the space 
shuttle project office here at the 
Johnson Space Center. “And I say: 
‘It's obvious. It’s going on to bigger 
and better things.' ” 

He was referring to reports that a 
U-S. space station is bang given a 
go-ahead by the Reagan adminis- 
tration in fiscal 1985. And when it 


is ready to be assembled in Earth 
orbit in the 1990s, the fleet of space 
shuttles would become the moving 
vans dm would take it there. 

The beginning of the space sta- 
tion’s research- an d-d evelopment 

phase could hasten the day when 
NASA transfers the operation of 
the shuttle fleet to private industry. 
There would be two principal rea- 
sons for this transfer 
•Money. It presently costs the 
space agency around S2.8 billion a 
year to operate its four shuttles. 
Since the space station is likely to 
ran that much or more yearly once 
under way, and since the agency’s 
annual budget is likely to remain 
around £7 billion, those two pro- 
grams alone could eat up almost 80 
percent of the agency’s funds every 
year and leave little for other pro- 
grams. But if NASA were to torn 
over the operation of the shuttles to 
a contractor and let it recoup its 
costs through charges to other com- 
panies, U.S. and foreign 

governments using the shuttle, the 
agency could save considerable 
money. 

•Missions. NASA is a research- 
and-devdopment agency. It is not 
the space equivalent of a scheduled 
airline, as an official once put it 
The agency sees neither a challenge 
nor an obligation to continue run- 
ning the space shuttle after it has 
attained operational status. Hie 
space station, on the other hand, 
would present NASA with the kind 
of scientific and engineering "chal- 
lenges that it sees as its proper role. 

Private companies are already 
b eginnin g to take over some shuttle 

operations. One company, located 
just outside the gates at Cape Can- 
averal offers a limited range of 
preflight services for satellites sche- 
duled to be carried into space by a 
shuttle. And the Kennedy Spue 


Center is expected soon to award a 
contract to one of two competing 
aerospace companies for servicing 
the space shuttles at Cape Canaver- 
al after every flight and pre- 
paring them for the next missron. 

NASA will continue to do those 
tasks for at least a few mote years, 
however. 

Both General Abrahamson and 
Mr. Lunney said that progress is 
being made in 'correcting the shut- 
tle’s technical problems. The intro- 
duction of lightweight, filament- 
wound casings for the shuttle's 
boost-assisting, solid-propellant 
rocket motors will bdp it achieve 
the 65, 000-pound payload, Mr. 
Lunney said, as well as improve- 
ments to the liquid-faded rocket 
engines nestled in the tail of the re- 
usable vehicle. 

As for its reputation as a “dirty” 
environment in space — the porous 
tiles that make up the space shot- 
tie’s outer surface and its various 
nooks and crannies trap a lot of air 
and water vapor and cany it along 
into space, where it escapes and 
envelops the shuttle in a cloud of 
particles and mdecoies — engin- 
eers say this is being reduced on 
every successive mission. The tiles 
of earh shuttle are now heavily 
sprayed with a water-proofing 
compound beforehaod, and 
aigineers are making an effort to 
vacuum the shuttles before launch 
’ to pick up all loose dirt 

For all that, the space shuttle 
p rogr am is going wdL The Chal- 
lenger is scheduled to fly again at 
the end of next month and should 
score some more “firsts!” The first 
space mission by a Mack Ameri- 
can; the filSt nigh t launching; and 
the first night landing. “How can 
you argue with success?” said an 
industry engineer who has been cri- 
tical of the project at different 
times about different issues. 


Werner Egk, 82, German Composer, Dies

INNING. West Germany — 
Werner Egk. 82, the German com- 
poser and director whose original 
works included the opera “Peer 
Gym,” died Sunday or heart failure 
at his Bavarian home on Lake Am- 
toer, his family said Monday. 

Mr. Egk’s colorful compositions, 
both operas and ballets, reflected 
bis life and experiences in Bavaria. 
They also showed the influence of 
Stravinsky in harmony, instrumen- 
tation. rhythmic strength and sense 
of humor. 

Mr. Egk, a pupil of Cart Orff, the 
Bavarian composer who died last 
year, was devoted to opera, which 
he once called “the most beautiful 
magical monstrosity.” His first 


opera, a fairy tale called “The Ma- 
gic Fiddle,” written in 1935, has 
been staged by about 100 different 
producers. 

Mr. Egk also composed such 
opera and ballet music as “Irish 
Legends" and “The Chinese Night- 
ingale:” 

The composer, who was director 
of the Berlin Opera from 1936 to 
1940 and director of the city’s Aca- 
demy of Muse from 1950 to 1953, 
caused a scandal in Munich in 1948 
with his ballet “Abraxas.” 

The Faustian ballet, based on a 
poem by Heinrich Heine, was 
enthusiastically received by the 
public but was banned by Munich’s 
culture minister because of “moral 
considerations.” It was not per- 


formed in Munich again until 1979. 

Mr. Egk was a lover of the tradi- 
tional music of 19th-century Italian 
opera as mil as the music of Stra- 
vinsky and other modern com- 
posers.

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Getting Russia Out 


Tbat was the easy half of .an Af ghanistan 
poKcy that Secretary of Slate Shnltz expressed 
in Pa kist an the other day. Speaking at the 
Khyber Pass to cheering A fghan refugees, he 
was direct and emotional: **We are with yon!" 

Heading where? Suppose the price for So- 
viet withdrawal woe an end to the a rms ship- 
ments that now Clow to insurgents via Pakis- 
tan. Would the United States favor a deal? 

The idea lies at the heart of a comprehensive 
draft agreement to get the Russians out. 
Stitched together by a United Nations media- 
tor, Diego Cdrdcwez, it calls for a cease-fire, 
phased withdrawal of 100,000 Soviet hoops 
and the return of perhaps 4 millio n Afghan 
refugees. It would leave Communists in power 
in Kabul and evidently let them receive Soviet 
arms and advisers, but would require Pakistan 
to stop funnding arm y to insurgents. 

The catches are obvious. Would the splin- 
tered resistance acquiesce in a deal that leaves 
its Communist adversaries in power? What 


would stop the Russians from marching back 
in? Why should anyone make concessions to 
an obviously trapped Soviet occupation? 

If the Russians really want to leave Afghan- 
istan and dear the air for other international 
agreements, it is worth helping them save face. 
The threat to Pakistan, whose frontiers are 
vulnerable to Soviet action, would then dimin- 
ish. Life is A fgh.nni.stan, though hardly liberat- 
ed, ought at least improve over tune. 

Such a deal would surely embarrass the 
Soviet claim that onfy foreign meddling has 
kept the resistance alive. No other approach, 
in any case, would sooa get the Soviet forces 
out But for this proposal to get anywhere, the 
Russians would have to begin by accepting a 
timetable for withdrawal 
If that occurs, Pakistan, for one, would 
favor the bargain. A more forthright American 
response, dealing dearly with this tridtier 
pass, might propel the diplomacy forward.

The Videotape Case 


Congress had been waiting for the Supreme 
Court to decide the fietamax case before it 
proceeded to pass legislation. Now the court 
has announced that it wants to hear the case 
argued further in the fall, and that puts off a 
decision until next year. But since Congress 
intends to act in any event, why wait? 

Congress has not delayed for the high-mind- 
ed reasons you hear -r to allow the court to 
clarify the legal framework, and so forth. The 
real explanation, low-minded but practical, is 
that in a divided Congress each side was hop- 
ing lo get some frdp from a favorable court 
derision. But the court, in its present mood, is 
more likely to produce a fistful of diverse 
opinions mat add to the confusion. 

The present veraon of the copyright law was 
passed in 1976, before video recording had 
become common. Two years ago an appellate 
court in California held, in a rather stramed 
opinion, that you violate that law when yoo 
use your video cassette recorder at home to 
tape a copyrighted television program for your 
own use. If that is true, why has Congress 
never prohibited the practice, widespread [or 
many years, of taping radio music? 

It is obvious that Congress does not intend 
to make video recorders illegal or to try to

U people from taping television shows, 
real issue is whether to impose a special 
sales tax on recorders and tape to create a fund 
that pays royalties to the owners of the copy- 
rights. That might add up to quite a lot of 
money, which helps explain the vigor of the 
legal discussion, not to say lobbying, that sur- 
rounds the issue at the Capita 
But it's a fundamentally bad idea. Copy- 
right protection properly applies only to com- 
mercial use. If people tape programs at home 
only for their own pleasure, that should not be 
regarded as an infringement, the producer 
is not entitled to additional royalties. If the 
tape is to be sold or rented, that is an alto- 
gether different issue, and there the royalty is 
legitimate. But if you set your recorder to tape 
a program on a njght when yoo are going to be 
out, so that you can watch it the next night, 
why should you be required to contribute to a 
fund for the benefit and further fattening of 
the movie and television industries? Senator 
Dennis DeCoucim has written a bill to make 
that distinction dear, and will now m«1t» an- 
other effort to get it moving. The issue is dear. 
There is no need for Congress to wait for 
further court hearings.

The Minor Pleasures 
Of Italian Winetasting

N ear val d’aosta, Italy 

— Where this is being written 
is riot exactly Val (T Aosta. That's 
down there in the valley some- 
where, about 3,000 feet befow the 
douds. This tiny alpine village 
dinging to the side at a snow- 
capped mountain is called Salasses. 

This is the last wi ght of a two- 
week turn through northern Italy 
«hat began as a vacation and quick- 
ly turned into a wine journey, as 
such trips often do. 

That's both good and bad. Good 
because the people who male wine 
seem always to have a special devo- 
tion far their land and one comes 
away from them with a sense of 
place and craft that no ordinary 
voyager will ever fecL Good, too, 
because it is important to experi- 
ence the places^mere wine is made. 

Bad? Let’s say fatiguing, now 
and then. The wine-making process' 
is complex, and fascinating but die 
tools of the trade can be a bit bor- 
ing the 20th time around. 

The wines themselves are some- 
thing else. One of the first lessons: 
Italian winegrowers are much more 
casual than their French counter- 
parts. Tastings in the wine cellars 
have a way of turning into small 
parties, with children under foot, 
dogs racing to and fro and an occa- 
aonal cigar-puffing friend or rela- 
tive tagging along out of curiosity. 
Old wines are extremely rare. 

In fact, some of the best wines to 
be had wore in restaurants and not 
in the cellars of the wine makers. 


on the wine list Had we another 
two or three days to explore the 
cellar here, we would almost cer- 
tainly come up with some real 
finds. Our three good bottles, con- 
sumed while we watched the moon 
rise over Mont Blanc across the 
valley, cost os a total of about $20. 

One of our best wine meals was 
with a group of growers and wine 
makers in La Mona, a mountain- 
top village near Alba in the heart rtf 
the Baitrio region. Along with a 
fine country meal, we drank a 1981 
Sparkling Gavi, a wine that heals 
any Asti spumante; a 1982 doketto, 
like a Beaujotais nouveau but bet- 
ter, two Barolos, including a 1964 
from Paolo Cordero, a famous lo- 
cal producer, a bubbly Moscato 
with dessert, and, finally, a local 
grapp a. That is, the Americans 
drank grappa. The winegrowers 
finished off their meal with coffee 
and Jade Darners. 

At the Enoteca Pmchiom in 
Florence they have a peculiar and 
slightly pretentions custom of lay- 
ing on larger and larger crystal 
wine glasses with each coarse. As 
we moved through wines with as- 
tonishing names such as Gratta- 
macco, RiboDa Giafla and Vintage 
Tunrna, the glasses grew and grew. 
The one red, Isodi di San Niccolo, 
was served in what looked like 
handsome crystal vases. 

The Vintage Tonina — that’s the 
whole name, not just a description 
— was greeted with oaos den ble 
cariosity. We had been told it was 
one of the best white Italian wines, 
if not the best It was in fact very

HONG KONG — In a city bustling with high 
finanoe and krw intrigue, Wang Guangying has drawn 
more than the usual curiosity. He heads the new 
Everbright Industrial Corp^ which is taking over a 
high-rise floor in Hong Kong’s gold-colored Far East 
Finance Center. 

Mr. Wang, the brother-in-law of China’s late Presi- 
dent Un Shaoqi, has described hims elf modestly as 
chairman of a private corporation set up to impart 
millions of dollars of Western technology far China's 
modernization. - 

His genial refusal to Her ark about Ever- 

brighfs assets and backers prompts an assumption 
that Mr. Wang is Betjing’s newest man of significance 
in town. His operation appears to be part of the latest 
Chinese strategy to keep Hong Kong prosperous by 
inwsting in its future. 

China, alarmwi by the financial jiftwg ihat if claim 

to soverrignty over Hong Kong has touched off, is 
diversifying its ecouotnic presence while soft-pedaling 
its old threat to move in by 1997, when Britam’s lease 
over most of the crown ocriony esqrires. 

“Infiltration has been heavy in recent wars, but 
now it's coming to the surface," said one Hong Kong 
Chinese analyst 

“They’re stepping it up, no doubt about It,” a 

Western diplomat agreed. 

Mr. Wang, who brought some employees along 
from Beijing, has said he also plans to hire Hang Kang 
Chinese for some jobs at Everbright.

BASEL — The Bank fa Interna- 
tional Settlements will not extend a 
deadline of next Friday fa Brazil 
to repay $400 nrilHan to central 
banks, Fritz Leutwiler, the BIS 
-president, said Monday. 

Brazil, which fa the past nine 
months has been struggling to ser- 
vice hs foreign debt of some $90 
billion, ran into fresh repayment 
difficulties when the International 
Monetary Fund withheld a 5411- 
miSion loan last May. 

The IMF refused to band out 
this part of a medium -term credit 
totalling $4.9 bfibon because Brazil 
bad failed to meet economic-aus- 
terity targets on which it was condi- 
tional.

“The British pound is 
down 35 or 40 percent against the 
dolkr,” said Thomas A. Holmes, 
chairman of Ingersoll-Rand Co, a 
leading UA exporter of compres- 
sors, pumps, mining equipment, 
oil- drilling equip men t «id other 
gear. 

“That differential m«m< we 
have to drop our prices by that 
maefa or raise our productivity by 
that much," Mr. Holmes said. 

To compete, Mr. Hahnes -said, • 
an UA manufacturer to buy 
more imd more parts far equipment 
abroad, with strong dollars, to 
close the currency differential 
Most economists attribute the 
dollar's strength to the federal bud- 
get deficits, now running at up to 
5200 biOion annually.

Nigeria, Venezuela and Indonesia 
have all but ceased their ambitious 
development programs with the de- 
clines m oO prices and in world 
demand. 

Many developing countries are 
big borrowers from the West Bat 
because of the recession and other 
factors, some have bad to resche- 
dule (heir debt payments and pro- 
mise to cut spending. 

Now then: is a new restraint, said 
Lionel H. Ohner, undersecretary of 
com m erce for international trade. 
Normally, an U A company would 
go to its bank for 120-day supplier J 
credits, or loans, to give a foreign 
customer to help it make the pur- 
chase. 

“Supplier credits probably ac- j 
counted for half our trade with | 
Mexico,” he said. But now banks 
have become reluctant to extend 
(he credits, he said, and the loans | 
“have slowed down to a trickle." 

These problems, Mr. Olm er 
thinks, are probably transiicuy. But 
other problems are likely to unger. 
World markets have become vastly 
more competitive, said Dean D. 
Thornton, a vice president for mar- 
keting at Boeing Co. in Seattle. 

“There’s been a fundamental 
change,” Mr. Thornton said. “UA 
commercial-aircraft manufacturers 
dominated the world market- They 
made well over 90 percent of the 
world's jets. There were three com- 
panies — Boeing, Lockheed and 
(McDonnell) Douglas. The only 
question was which one got the 
sales.” 

Then, he said, France, West Ger- 
many and Britain collaborated in 
the formation of Airbus Industrie, 
now a leading competitor. The Eur- 
opean company, he said, gets a 
great amount of government sup- 
port. “We’d like to have a more 
supportive policy from the UA go- 
vernment."

1 father in 1893, “that anything, I do ont- 

side of literature and philosophy wiU be just so 
much time wasted.” He would recapture that 
rime lost, of course, in writing M A la Recherche 

du Temps Perdu," a masterwotk of SQiized re- 
collection. which redeemed the events of his 
life through imaginativ e transfiguration. Sixty 
years after his death, the novel remains one of 
this century’s most enduring literary achieve- 
ments, and the metamorphosis Proust effected 
between his life and art seems all the more 
remarkable in light of this selection of letters. 
W hile there are intimations here of his mature 
achie vement, the dominant impression left by 
the correspondence is of an unhappy and inef- 
fectual young man, a young man who is stiD 
rri Hiring away his life as a dilettante and so- 
cial cl im ber. 

it has taken the American scholar Philip 
Kolb half a century to collect an authoritative 
edition of Proust's letters — Libndric Ron is 
publishing the complete set in France — and 
he has mTieri this selection from the Erst three 
volumes. Intelligently translated by Ralph 
Manheim, the selection represents the first 
time that the letters have been available in 
Fn glish , and it serves both as an autobiograph- 
icafkey to the novel and as a compelling study 

The^t^°uke^ou^ from the age of 9 to 
the age of 32, tracing his search for a suitable 
vocation, his plans to write “Jean SanteujT 
and his willful rise through the glittering social 
demimondes of fin-de-siede France. Tne por- 
trait of the yormg artist is hardly a flattering 
one. With poets and other artists, Proust is 
sycophantic gmd obsequious; with male friends 
and lovers, mani pulative and touchy; and with 
society ladies, gossipy and coquettish. 

His ability to embroider the most trivial of 
sensations with minute, obsessive detail -7- 
which flourishes with such elegance in the nov- 


el — is trained, in the letters, on himself: The 
notes to his “enchanting Htfle Mama, report 
radlessly on the state of 
nerves id his allergies; and those 10 friends 
Sf and reassess the 

his feelings toward them. Gifted with a height- 
ened, neurotic sensitivity to 
Proust displays an extraordinary degra of 
sdf^orSsness, airf while he has wt to 
achieve the necessary distance from hnnsai.K 
demonstrates an intermittant awarenessof to 
own weaknesses and a longing to 
frivolous events of his life with some kind of 

moral resonance. . . . u 

Even when he is gossiping about to toest 
social coups. Proust is gathenng vahi^lenotra 
on the vanities and manners of French society 
— notes he wfll put to good use years lata-, 
after withdrawing to thetemehc sa«W“ “ 
his cork- lined room. He observes “with sad- 
ness the frightful materialism, so surpnsmg m 
‘mtcllectuals/ ” and he points out that the ans- 
tocracy "show a true superiority when thanks 
to their mastery of good ma n ners and easy 
charm they are able to affect the most exqui- 
site affability for five minutes, orfeign sympa- 
thy brotherhood for an hour." 

For letters so filled with posturing and 
manipulative self-pity, in fart, there is a sur- 
prising measure of seriousness and pain. A 
note of sadness, a sense of loss and longing, 
pervades the letters like a harmony written m a 
^mnr ]jey i and the reader re alis e s tow rooted 
the theme of love as an illusion was in Prousts 
own life. “I am still too young to know what 
malms for happiness in hie,” he writes Suzette 
Lemaire. “But I know for sure that it’s nrither 
love nor friendship ." And .to another friend, he 
writes: “Alas, I have the feeling that the vio- 
lence of our desire can change nothing in the 
world around us, or at least can effect no 
<4nmgp in the one thing that matters to us, in 
the longing of another heart that we wish to 
incline towards us. Still, I know that shared 
loves exist. But alas, I do not know their so- 

crcL** 

In a sense, Proust would always be that little 
boy who waited with such expectancy for his 
mother's goodnight Iris*- In life; as these lotos 
demonstrate, that love would always elude 
hrm Only through memory, would he eventu- 
ally turn the suffering into art.

NEW YORK — The runners 
cried after Sunday's finish of the 
New York Six-Day Run. 

So shared was their suffering 
on the Downing Stadium track 
at Randalls Island in the East 
River that they grabbed, hugged 
and kissed one another in an 
emotional outpouring. “It would 
.hurt to keep running." said Stu 
Mutleman, “but it’s going to 
hurt to leave." 

Siegfried Bauer, a 41 -year-old 
New Zealander, won die 144- 
hour race by covering 51 1 miles. 
Over the last three days, while 
the 23 others jockeyed in the 
standing, Bauer bdd the first- 
place position that had been bis 
virtually from the start last Mon- 
day. 

Mindanao, 32, a fitness con- 
sultant from Manhattan, fin- 
ished second, establishing a U.S. 
record of 488 miles. Joe Record, 
an Australian, covering 199 
miles in the final two days, e»w 
in third with 470. He did two 
miles more than Jean-Giles

women’s record of 401 miles. “I 
started out with one goal." said 
Richey, 24, “and that was to 
break the record."

Celsius) tbe last three days, while 
it climbed well above that figure 
tbe first half of the run. 

When the beD sounded signal- 
ing the end of the race late Sun- 
day afternoon, the runners, 
spread about (he track, each 
dropped a sock filled with sand 
to mark their final pneitinne 
They were (hen assembled at the 
finish line for a victory lap, fram- 
ing for a last time an intriguing 
assortment of people and cos- 
tumes. 

Colin Dixon, a tall English- 
man, span a good part of tbe 
race walking in blue pajamas.

Told that Boussi- 
quet was resting, he said, 
“Good." 

Then, as he did every eight 
before going to bed, he took half 
a sleeping pill. “To calm my 
head," be said. 

Other runners were concerned 
that Dixon, who began the week 
strongly but could only Ump 
around the track at the end, 
would attempt an all-out assault 
during the wee hours. The}' did 
not know that his right knee had 
swelled, making it impossible for 
him to run. 

By Saturday, the suffering had 
reached a high point The run- 
ners* knees had become in- 
flamed. Tbe insides of their 
thighs and their armpits had be- i 
come chafed red, and their feet 
burned with blisters. 

Many had become depressed. 
Geoff Richardson of England, 
who placed 16th. dropped out 
Saturday morning because, he 
said, he had “lost the verve." 

“It was the constant pound, 
pound, pound, bang, bang," said 
Record.

But then, she was a neophyte. 
At 68 years old. 

Today, she is 73, has exhibited 
all over her native Kansas and 
was named one of three Kansas 
Governor’s Artists and selected 
for a mid-America tour. Her 
work was shown last month at the 
SoHo 20 Gallery in New York. A 
show of 31 of her drawings is at 
the National Council on Aging 
Gallery here through Sept 2. Of 
her SoHo show, Kay Larson, 
writing in New York magazine, 
said, T am tempted to call Mrs. 
Layton a genius.” 

TT1 tell you,” says Layton via 
phone from the small town of 
WeDsville. Kansas, “everybody is 
a genius. What I am is an old, 
everyday person. What I can do 
everybody can do.” 

She did it with a passion — all 
day long at first — exorcising 
ghosts of bad experiences, pent- 
up emotions, a life spent strug- 
gling with bouts at depression 
mat included 13 electric shock 
treatments. In 1976, just a year 
before she started art dass, one of 
her sons died after a long illness. 
Struggling with grief and her 
chronic depression (“the two 
things don’t work together very 
well”), she decided to take the 
advice of her sister, and enrolled 


in an ait class at Ottawa Univer- 
sity in September 1977. 

“I had this terribly urgent feel- 
ing,” shesays. “With depressions, 
you have kind of a manic period. 
I would go and draw and draw. I 
don’t draw chat way anymore; ? 
don’t have that urgmey. I draw 
feelings as expressed in your face 
and body. You know how some- 
limes there are pictures in news- 
papers of people in grief and. 
readers say, ‘Ufa, why did the 
newspaper print that? I make 
pictures of my feelings and you’re 
free to look at those. I want you 
to look at those pictures. I don’t 
want you to fed guilty” 

That’s one reason she won’t sell 
her drawings, she says. She wants 
them available to the public. And 
frankly, she doesn't want them on 
her walls, either. “I just don’t 
think they’re exactly what you 
want to live with,” she says.

Sue has lived in WeflsviHe, a 
town of 1,600, all her Kfe. Her 
father published the local news- 
paper, the Weflsvflle Globe. After 
his death, her mother published 
the paper and Elizabeth Layton 
hnr»me “editor, reporter, floor 
scrubber.” The Globe was later 
combined with another paper. 

In the last six years, she has 
done more than ISO contour 
drawings, using a technique in 
which the artist looks at the ab- 
ject rather than at the paper. She 
lives by three rules in contour 
drawing: “One, draw honest 
lines. Two, if you make a mistake.
